(B)  by  inserting  ",  and  for  the  promotion 
of  integrated  physical  and  specialized  mental 
health  services  for  children  and  adolescents"  be- 
fore the  semicolon;  and 

(2)  in  paragraph  (3) — 

(A)  in  subparagraph  (E),  by  striking 
"and"  at  the  end; 

(B)  in  subparagraph  (F),  by  striking  the 
period  and  inserting  ",  and";  and 

(C)  by  adding  at  the  end  the  following: 
"(G)  integrated  physical  and  specialized 

mental  health  services  for  children  and  adoles- 
cents.". 
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
